Ex-Premier H.H. Asquith 
Makes Little Response 
To Lloyd George Appeal 


Has No Use for Centre Party to Fight Labor Which Is 
Said to Be Idea Favored by Lloyd George—Depre-

CAMBRIDGE, England, March 7.—Former Premier H. B.| 


Asquith, in a speech here tonight, made only the faintest response 
to the overtures of Lioyd George for Liberal unity, and expressly 
denied that such unity could be achieved with an anti-Laborite 


platform or by means of a so-called centre party.

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CO-ORDINATION FAILED. 


Evidently things have got to the pass where 
even the head of the Provincial University cannot 
preserve harmony in the U.F. caucus, That jer- 
haps will discourage further attempts to turn 
the faculty of the university into a ‘‘ general 
stabb’’ for a political party. 


AMENDMENT MUCH IN ORDER, 


It was hardly to be expected that the Legisla 
ture would throw out the Publie Utilities bill 
holus bolus. That might have thrown out the 
Government and brought on a general election.

Toronto honored itself in honoring Dr. Bant- 
ing and his associate in the discovery of a cure 
for diabetes which seems to really cure. There 
ure people in most parts of the continent ulready 
who are debtors to these men beyond the chance 
of payment, and a year, from now there ‘will 
likely be people in every continent to whom life 
will be worth living beeause of what they have 
done. In handing over their ‘‘find’’ to the Uni- 
versity of Toronto the discoverers waived all 
claim to monetary reward. All the more reason 
why they should get that, in one way or another, 
and anything else that humanity can bestow upon 
them in token of gratitude for service rendered 
and of appreciation of unselfishness. Men of their 
stamp are scarce, and ought to he rated and 


treated accordingly. 


A HALF-HOLIDAY FOR SOME. 


As matters stand we are to have a half holi- 
day for store workers each Wednesday during 
four months of summer, except for those who 
happen to be employed in drug stores, news 
stands, restaurants, confectionaries, garages, 
service stations, tobacco stores, book stalls at the 
stations and lumber yards.

WHY NOT DO IT? 


The agitation for the creation of storage and 
cleaning elevators in Alberta continues, with a 
strong tendency to develop into an appeal to the 
Dominion Government to provide the necessary 
funds. There might be quicker results if private 


capital stepped in to meet this want. Ottawa is | 


leluged with appeals for money, and money is 
ccarce there as elsewhere. A grain cleaning ele- 
vator is not an institution of a kind that can only 
be constructed out of taxpayers’ money, It is a 
commercially feasible proposition, and one that 
should offer attractive returns on the capital em- 
ployed, Lf the Western route amounts to anything 
at all, the grain going that way will have to be 
cleaned somewhere. It is better that it be done 
in Alberta, and the screenings kept where they 
are needed for stock feed, The feed value of the 
cenings is quite sufficient to justify the in- 
vesting of money in a cleaning plant, and it 
vould help just now In @ rood many ways if 
Albertans stopped calling on Governments to do 
things for them and began to show a disposition 
to do things themselves. Edmonton men who have 


money to invest might well turn this matter over | 
in their minds and see if something cannot be | in 


done that will produce results by the time next

BROADENING OUT THE CAUCUS. 

There was a lively protest in the Legislature 
the other day because the head of the Provingial 
University had been called in to address a caucus 
of the Government members. Yes, caucus is the 
word, They have been doing it again. Which is 
to say, they are doing it yet. And they intend to 
keep right on doing it. The Minister of Education 
said so, and explained why. He said when he 
was down on the farm it seemed to him that the 
caucus was all that he and his fellow U.F.A. 
candidates were saying about it, but when he 
came to view matters from the standpoint of the 
Government things took on a different aspect 
That may not sound altogether convincing in all 
quarters, but it is a good solid reason all the same 
And, whether the reason is good or bad, the 
caucusing is to go on. Mr. Wood may not like it, 
and the new member for Calgary—elected under 
the patronage of Hon. Alex Ross—-may protest 
about it. It may be a standing repudiation of 
election pledges and all that. But the caucus was 


here before the U. F. Government came _ into | 


existence and will be here when it has collapsed, 
So far from abolishing it, or trying to, the pres- 
ently dominant party in the Legislature got into 
caucus as soon as they had shaken hands when the 
first session opened; have caucused more inces 
santly than the supporters of any preceding Gov 
ernment and have broadened out the character 
and function of the caucus beyond anything their 
predecessors thought about or dared do. Alberta 
today is governed by caucus. The public sessions 
in the Legislative chamber are only occasions 
when decisions reached behind the barred doors 
of the party conclave are announced to the public 


and given the legal seal of approval. There was | 
never any sound reason why the caucus should be | 


ubolished, nor any real chance that it would be, 
but there is evci less reason why it should have 
been allowed to usurp the functions of the Legisla 
ture in the way it has done since the champions 
of the new democracy began to see matters from 
the standpoint of the governing party, instead of 
from the angle of the governed public. 

As to this new departure in broadening out 
the caucus, the protest is entirely in order, though 
it will not likely do any good. For one thing, this 
is the first time that the university has been 
brought into association in any way with the 
machinery of party politics. That precedent does 
not look good, supposing the thing never goes any 
farther. But it probably will. If the president 
of the university can be called upon to advise a 
party conference in secret, it is to be supposed 
that any one of the hundred odd_ professors, 
assistant professors, lecturers and demonstrators 
may be similarly called upon. And if s9 remote 
an organization as the faculty of the university is 
not beyond reach of the politicians it goes without 
saying that every official in the Government 
buildings is liable to find himself or herself called 


on the carpet and told to talk or get out, and to | the city police 
talk on whatever subject the assembled party prosecution of our bootlegsing breth 
strategists may want to hear about. The door has 


been opened for both collusion and coercion, and 
votice servd that anyone who draws salary from 
the provincial treasury, directly or indirectly, is 
at the service of the party caucus, 

It is to be hoped that sober second thought 
will prevail over the anxiety to preserve party 
harmony and to prevent a break-down of the 
administration. Otherwise the whole civil service 
of the province will be be-devilled. There has 
been a vast amount of talk in U.V.A. circles about 
keeping the civil service free from politics. The 
incident under consideration is a precedent for 
taking the civil service by the scruff of the neck 
and dragging it into party polities, and a pre- 
cedent that will have to be repudiated now unless 
that very thing is to happen. There is plenty of 
room for argument as to whether the public get 
more for their money under the civil service com 
mission arrangement than they did under the 


; much condemned patronage system. But if there 


is to be any return to the former system, for 
deceney’s sake let it be done openly and not by 
methods of hypocrisy. 


There is no objection, of course, to members | 


who support the Government seeking informa 
tion and advice in any quarter where they are 
likely to find it. That they sometimes need in 
struction may be, and the public interest will be 
better served if they get it when they co need 
it. But there are proper and improper ways of 
going about the quest. If expert information or 
opinion is to be sought to the end that legislation 
may be framed intelligently and publie policy 
struck out along right lines, that information 


| should be given to all members of the Legislature 


when the person concerned is an employee of the

THE WHEAT MARKET IN CHINA 
Canadian Trade Commissioner at Shanghai 


The promise of a fair average crop of wheat which | 


was held in the epring of last year was dispelled when 
the crop came to be gathered tn By August [t was 
apparent that the wheat supp!) would be short, al- 
though the mills at Shanghai! were engaged in export- 
ing flour to South China ports in large quantity In 
the latter month (August) 10,000 tone of American 
flour were imported, in profitable competition with the 
rising prices of China flour. This has been followed by 
further and increased inipartations every month to 
date Up to the early autumn, Chinese flour-miil own 
« American wheat, hoping 
that the needed supplies from China could actually 
be obtained. In this they were disappointed, for it was 
soon evident that tt » was very little wheat in the 
country On account of a brisk demand for wheat by 
the local mills at Harbin and difficulties of transpor 
tation, Manchurian wheat was not availabie, neither 
could Australian wheat be obtained at profitable prices 
Consequently the only Sources open were the United 
States and Canada The former took full advantage 
of the situation, with the result that about 60,000 tone 
of wheat have been brought into China this year and 
ve large quantities of flour For certain reasons, 


| only relatively small quantities of Canadiun wheat have 


reached this market, although considerable coneign 
ments of Canadian flour have been imported both to 


Shanghai and Hong Kong. There are two reasons why |
